BABY GETS BLOOD TEST TO DETERMINE PARENTAGE. 


Cleveland, O., April ll.—Upwards to 
150,000,000 of new capital will be re­ 
quired annually to enable public utili­ 
ties furnishing gas, telephone, electric 
light and power and electric railway 
service in Ohio to meet future needs. 
Grover C. Maxwell, Columbus, former 
secretary of the Ohio Public Utili­ 
ties Commission, declared here today, 
speaking before the Exchange Club cf 
Cleveland. 
"Ohio,” he declared, “today holds 
fifth place in the list of states In the 
generation of electrical energy; third 
place among the states in the m atter 
of electric railway mileage; she has 
more than a million telephone and 
about a million consumers of natural 
gas. 
“After all,” he said, “it is the people 
themselves who own the utilities. In 
Ohio there are over 3 50,000 owners of 
stock in utility companies—60,000 in 
telephone 
in 
companies; 
40,000 in 
electric lignt and power companies; 
25,000 in natural and artificial gas 
companies and 20,000 in the electric 
railway industry. 
“Since the government’s experience 
in wartime with the operation of tho 
railroads, telephones and telegraphs 
we do not hear the clamor that once 
existed for government ownership and 
operation of utilities. The enormous 
burden of bonded indebtedness under 
which practically all Ohio muncipal- 
Hies are sta&gering, makes doubtful 
many municipal ventures in the public 
utility field. Instead of government or 
municipal ownership and operation of 
utilities, 
which 
almost 
invariably 
means political ownership and opera­ 
tion, there is comng about the real 
public ownership and operation, there 
is coming about the real public owner­ 
ship through investment in them by 
the public or customers served.

A MOTHER-AND-SON PARTNERSHIP THAT HAS LASTED 
FOR 60 YEARS 
We find in the American magazine for April as interesting 
a story as one often reads. It is entitled “A 
mother and son 
partnership that has lasted for sixty years.’' 
The whole 
page 
illustration in the magazine shows Mr. Harry Gordon Selfridge 
and his mother, the former about sixty-five years old, and 
the 
latter, a fine looking motherly lady of ninety. Copying from be­ 
low the picture Mr. Selfridge is represented as saying: 
“My Mother, was always thirsting for knowledge. 
To-day, 
at ninety, she is as keenly alive as she was seventy years 
ago. 
She has always made it a rule that if a question came up which 
she could not answer, she would immediately look it up. It is a 
hard rule but a good one. If she did not know' how to pronounce 
some unusual word, she would be at the dictionary finding that 
word before the day was out. 
Or again, it might be some fact 
of history, or a book, or a poem, or an author, or, indeed, any­ 
thing. 
She did not consider it disgraceful not to know' when a 
subject was brought up the first tim e; but she took it as abso­ 
lutely disgraceful not to know if the subject came up again. She 
often said to m e: 
“ ‘The only wray we can learn is by finding out what we do 
not know. An intelligent person ought to be curious about near­ 
ly everything; and anyone who does not try 
to be 
intelligent 
must be very unhappy.’ 
“My m other is still tremendously eager to learn. She reads 
the newspapers regularly. She keeps up on English politics, on 
American politics, and on world politics. 
Scarcely a good book 
comes out th at she does not read it. And she can talk on prac­ 
tically any subject with anyone.” 
Mr. Selfridge is to-day one of the world’s 
greatest 
retail 
merchants. He is an American; but his establishment is in Lon* 
don. And he has two distinct achievements to his credit: First, 
as a young man, he made a success of business in the United 
States. 
Then, when he was past forty, he founded his London 
house, and made an even greater success than his earlier one. 
Years ago, in Chicago, he went into Field, Leiter and Com­ 
pany, afterw ard Marshall Field and Company, as a general util­ 
ity boy. 
At twenty-nine he was the general manager of the 
great "Marshall Field store, and a junior partner in the firm. At 
forty he retired with an adequate fortune. 
Two years later he 
went to London and did what was said to be impossible—founded 
and developed an American department store in the 
heart 
of 
that most conservative city. 
He overcame a tremendous prejudice, and he overcame it 
so completely that Londoners to-day regard Selfridge’s, Ltd., on 
Oxford Street, as just as much a British institution as the Tower 
of London. 
It is one of the world’s largest department stores, 
employing nearly six thousand people. 
It is a long jump from that great store of to-day to the lit­ 
tle village of Ripon, Wisconsin, where Gordon 
Selfridge 
was 
born in 1864. 
His father had enlisted early in the Civil War 
and had risen from the ranks to a commission. 
He wras at the 
front when Gordon was born. 
A little while later he was killed 
in action, leaving Gordon and his mother writh nothing at all to 
live on. 
Mrs. Selfridge immediately began to teach school. Gor­ 
don went to work when he was ten. They began as 
partners; 
and they are still partners. 
His mother was teaching school in Jackson, Mich., when S. 
H. Field, a cousin of Marshall Fields, gave him a letter to the 
latter and he went to Chicago and applied for work. 
“My interview took about three minutes, and I think I shiver­ 
ed most of the time, for Mr. Field was then the 
merchant of 
m erchants; and he was very cold and formal in his manner. He 
read my letter, glanced at me, and said: 
“ ‘I will start you at ten dollars a week in the basement.’ 
“Then he rang a bell and turned me over to -an 
assistant, 
who showed me about the store. J went back to Jackson to talk 
over the situation with my mother, for on the very day I left 
for Chicago another of our friends, who kept a 
creamery, 
o f - ' - 
fered me twelve hundred dollars a year as a bookkeeper. Twelve 
hundred dollars in a country town was affluence; so it was a hard 
choice for me to make. 
J inclined toward taking 
the 
twelve 
hundred, because th at would mean I could support my mother 
comfortably. 
But she would hear of nothing of the kind. 
She 
was interested in my future, not her own. 
“Hers was the long view. 
She has always had 
the 
long 
view'. 
Acting on her advice, I went to Chicago and 
took 
my 
place in the basement of the wholesale store, without any definite 
duties—ju st a boy at ten dollars a week. I found a cheap board­ 
ing-house and worked out a budget. The only item for 
amuse- 
men was twenty-five cents a week, which I spent regularly every 
Saturday night to get into the top gallery of a theater. I had a 
notion that going to the theaer was par of one’s education, and I 
still think that it is. By keeping count of every cent, I lived com­ 
fortably enough that first year, had my night at the theater every 
week, and saved seventy-five dollars. 
“Mr. Field did not do much work himself—he was not a m er-1 
chant in the sense that Benjamin Altman and John Wannamaker 
were merchants. His method was to keep a close control on finances 
and expenses, and to get the best man he could find to look after 
the actual conduct of affairs. Even before I had been made man­ 
a g e r of the retail store I told him that I intended to start in busi­ 
ness fox myself and he replied: 
“ ‘Will you stay here if I make it worth your while?’ 
“ ‘W hat would that be?’ I asked. 
“ ‘Twenty thousand a year/ he replied. 
“Twenty thousand dollars a year was a great deal of money for 
a man under thirty, so I stayed. In ten years I had saved enough 
money to retire on. I did retire; not with any definite purpose, but 
with the idea o f having time to study and travel, and generally do 
what I liked. 
“But a life of leisure did not seem to fit at all. I bought a real 
estate business in Chicago, but it did not prove to be what I want­ 
ed, and I quickly sold it again. J bought it from five Jews and sold 
: / o seven Scotchmen! Tnen I began to think of London as a possi­ 
ble location, although J knew London only as a tourist knows it. 
! 
‘I was then pass forty, had all the money I really needed, and a fine home i 
near Chicago, a home on which wi- had worked for a long time to get it just 
i** 
wanted it. 
it seemed quite unnecessary to risk my fortune in a new 
centure, not to speak of moving to a new country. 
Hut when a man hus been 
active it is hard for him to stop active business. 
It is not the money that 
lures, it is the game of trying lo do something better than anyone else has 
done it. 
My family was keen to go to England, and my mother was just as 
e a g e r. 
She 
never 
questioned 
the 
outcome 
of 
the 
new 
enterprise; j 
she just took for granted that, it would succeed. 
"I found a location in London on Oxford Street, put up a building, and' 
in 1909 we opened the store 
To sa> that we began in the face of prejudice' 
is to tell only a fraction of the story, 
in the first sped) t made in England 
I look as a 
t e x t 
‘We have come here to learn, not to teach.’ The British] 
know some set lions of merchandising much better than do the Americans, 
and vice versa 
Making that store a success was only a m atter of combin­ 
ing the bes! practices of the two countries and adapting them to the market.” *
